Heavy Rainfall Outlook 


BUTCHOY is unlikely to directly affect the country within the next three days. However, the Southwest Monsoon that it will 
enhance alongside Tropical Depression CARINA will bring moderate to heavy rains over the western portion of Luzon over the 
next three days. For more information, refer to Weather Advisory No. 20 issued at 11:00 PM yesterday. 


Severe Winds 


The Southwest Monsoon that will be enhanced by BUTCHOY and CARINA will bring gusty conditions over the following areas 
(especially in coastal and upland areas exposed to winds): 

e Today and tomorrow (21 July): Kalayaan Islands 

e Monday (22 July): CALABARZON, MIMAROPA, Bicol Region, Western Visayas, Bataan, and Metro Manila. 


HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


In the next 24 hours, the Southwest Monsoon enhanced by BUTCHOY will bring slight to moderate seas (0.5-2.0 m) over the 
coastal waters of Ilocos Region, Zambales, Bataan, Occidental Mindoro, and the northern portion of Palawan including Calamian 
(west coast) and Kalayaan Islands. Mariners of motor bancas and similarly-sized vessels are advised to take precautionary 
measures while venturing out to sea. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e BUTCHOY is forecast to move generally west northwestward today before turning more north northwestward beginning 
tomorrow (21 July). On the track forecast, this tropical depression will exit the PAR region this morning. 

e BUTCHOY will likely have limited intensification within the next two days, but is forecast to reach tropical storm category by 
tomorrow. Rapid weakening is possible after its landfall over Hainan, China on Monday (22 July) 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to take all 
necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly susceptible to these 
hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall warnings, 
thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please monitor products 
issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
